whilst two others appeared later. 
While two were struggling with 
her mistress a third was engaged 
in o struggle with the servant. 
Prisoner Arrested. : 

Mrs. Silva, who resides: with her 
family on the first floor, heard the 
commotion and, on going to the 
front door ,saw three nien, of whom 
the prisoner was the lust, running 
down stairs. She called to her 
sons’ Daniel and Leo Silva who 
rushed out- and caught the 
prisoner. : 

Mr. Daniel Silva stated that when 
he pounced on the prisoner, the. 
latter extracted a wooden gag and 
a chisel from his pocket and threw 
them on the ground, Witness re- 
trieved the articles and also a 
packet ‘of pepper lying near where 
the man wus arrested. 

Mr. Leo Silva gave corroborative 
evidence, 

The accused, in his statement to 
the Police, said that an Ah Sze told 
him there was a Japanese: lady 
living with another person on tho 
floor and that two or’ three men 
could rob. them. 

In admitting having made the 
statement the prisoner accused the 
polico of having assaulted him 
prior to the statement being. taken. 

Inspector W. Shannon gave evid- 
ence of having charged the 
prisoner the day after his arrest. 
The delay was due to the condition 
of the complainant, who was in hos- 
pital. Witness saw the prisoner 
being taken fron{ the cell to the 
office where he was charged. 
There was no opportunity for the 
detectives to assault him. 

‘Brothers Commended. 

In his defence the prisoner said 
that he had gone to the house to 
look for a friend who he knew had 
been working there last year. Ho 
went up to the second floor, when he 
heard the police whistles, and then 
walked down agiin. He saw two 
men running down the. stairs, but 
made no attempt to stop them as 
he was afraid of being stabbed. 

Speaking of the assaults the 
prisoner said that he was struck 
on four: occasions, the first hour ha 
was under ‘arrest. He 
beaten the following day. 

After the jury had retired they 
brought in a verdict of guilty, an 
alternative charge of common as- 
sault being dropped by the Crown: 

In sentencing the prisoner to 
three years his Lordship intimated 
that he thought the jury had been 
‘right in disbelieving the story of 
the defence. It was clear that tho 
prisoner had gone to the house with 
two other men.with the intention 
of attacking and robbing the 
women, -_ 

His Lordship then expressed the 
appreciation of the Court to the 
Silva brothers. 7

Italy 
has a dictatorship as absolute and 
as well directed as the  veriest 
autocrat could desire. And yet 
Italy has not escaped the complex 
problems that confront other 
countries. Hungary is an even 
more graphic illustration of the 
fact. Even granted that the 
American people would agree to 
n dictatorship and that they could 
find an agreenble dictator—it is 
still unlikely that America would 
find itself, forthwith, on the way 
out of its difficulties. Moreover, 
while such a plan would relieve 
people of some measure of - res- 
ponsibility, it would-at the same 
time vive them a too easy escape 
from the ‘experience of ' self- 
management, which is one of de- 
mocracy’s chief virtues. Woodrow 
Wilson once remarked that “it is 
a strenuous thing, this living the 
life of 2 free people; and we can- 
not escape the burden of our in- 
heritunce.” That-it is a strenuous 
thing no one at the present mo- 
ment will wish to deny. And, on 
second thought, there will prob- 
ably be few who, would wish to 
escape the burden of such an in- 
heritance. The method of  de- 
mocracy is sometimes hard. = In 
times like the present, it seems 
exceedingly stow. But its ‘pro- 
cesses, when they do succeed in 
rising to emergencies, have, none 
ithe tess, indispensable compensa- 
tions. for .the objective is not 
only to perfeet the mechanism of 
society, but, in the school of co- 
operative effort, to perfect the 
jindividual. A way inevitably will 
be found through the current dif- 
ficulties with which the world is 
confronted. .That is important. 
But it is of even greater impor- 
tance that, in the effort to find 
that way, mankind will have 
learned certain things and gained 
experience which-can be added to 
the sum total of human progress:

Madame de Peyronnine’s condi- 
tion is stated to-night to be serious. 

Her ex-husband had been ordered 
to pay her £20 1 month following 
their divorce. Three months ago, 
when sued by her for non-payment, 
he was entenced to tnree months’ 
imprisonment (with benefit of the 
First Offenders’ Act). : 


JUDGE'S REBUKE.

COURT 


‘ Berlin, July 26. 

The Supreme - Court at Leipzig 
rejected yesterday the application 
of the ousted Prussian Cabinet for 
an injunction’ permitting the de- 
posed Prussian Ministers to return 
to their posts and curtailing the 
powers of the Reich commissioner 
for Prussia‘ until the court decided 
whether the Reich’s action against 
Prussia was constitutional. 

The Court's decision leaves the 
Chancellor, Capt. Franz von Papen, 
tree fo act.as he pleases in his new 
capacity as Reich commiagioner for 
Prussian for at least another two or 
three weeks until the court meets 
again. It also prevents any of the

TAXES ON FOODS CRITICISED 


Landy: Aug, 22, 

The agreements. between tho 
United Kingdom and Australia and 

Zealand providé for 
increaso in the whole- 
prices of frozen,;- meat 
the United Kingdom, be- 
cause the present level of prices has 
resulted in a grave depression in 
the Ilvestock industries .of the 
United Kingdom and Dominions, 
which, if cdntinued would cause’ a 
serious decline in production and 
conscduentiy ultimately a9 injury 
to the ¢onsumer., 

The meat policy. of the. United 
Kingdom Government is first to 
secure the development of home 
production, and secondlyto give 
the Dominions an expanding share 
of the imports to the United King- 
dom. 

Australia agrees -to limit her ex- 
port of frozen mutton and lumb to 
the United Kingdom for 1938 to 
the total for the year ending June 
30, 1932. In return therefor, the 
United Kingdom undertakes to re- 
gulate the importation of foreign 
meat, but details of the methods of 
this “agreed programme” will be 
published Jater. 

An article in the agreements pro- 
vides that benefits generally shall 
accrue to non-self - governing 
Colonics and Protectorates for free 
entry into the United Kingdom for 
three yeurs of all dairy produce. 
It is also embodied that all agree- 
ments, which will run for five years 
will be subject to six months de- 
nunciation.— Reuter.

|7wo BOYS TRAPPED 
IN TUG’S CABIN 


INQUIRY INTO FATALITIES 
IN RECENT. COLLISION ~ 


NO RESCUE POSSIBLE. 


The tragic sinking of the Kowloon 
Dock Company's tug Edith on the 
night of July 26 had a sequel at the 
Kowloon Mnagistracy yesterday after- 
noon when Mr. Fraser, sitting as 
Coroner, conducted an inquiry into 
the dentha of two boys, Kwok Chue 
ond Kwok Kau, aged 17 and eight 
respectively, whose bodies were found 
in 9 enbin of the Edith the next day. 

The jury empanelled consisted of 
Messrs. D. Marshall (foreman), Con- 


“I[way Evans and Bernardino Basto. 


’Mr. A. Covey, of Messrs. Hall Brut- 
ton & Co,, watched the proceedings 
on behalf of Capt. W. Perritt, master 
of tho aa. Tin Yat, one of the vessels 
involved in the collision, . 

Explaining the inquiry to the jury, 
the Coroner sald they were concerned 
with two deaths which happened, as 
the result of n collision between two 
ships in the fairway of Hongkong 
harbour on the night of July 25, The 
vessels were the Tin Yat and the tug 
Edith. The Intter vessel was towing 
in a ship the name of which did not 
matter. As a result of this collision, 
two: boys who were slecping below 
tho decks of the Edith, were drowned 
and it wns to decide if any liability 
wns nttached to anybody that’ the 
inquiry was held. 


Three Lives | Last. 


Inspector Elston, who represented 
the Police, said actually three lives 
were lost, those of the two boys and 
that of na stoker. The body of the 
stoker, however, was not recovared. 

The Coroner snid a Court of In- 
quiry had already been held into the 
circumstances attending the colli- 
sion; he would therefore suggest dis- 
pensing with the happenings prior 
to the collision. : . 

Inspector Elstm pointed out that 
ordinarily both inquiries, the Marine 
Court of Inquiry and the present 
inquiry, should have been - taken 
together. That was the procedure in 
the last case which was in connexion 
with the Leung Kwong disaster. 

The Coroner agreed that both in- 
quiries should have been taken 
together, but os evidence had already 
been given in the Marine Inquiry 
and a finding arrived at, he would 
just simply secept the findings of 
that inquiry. ‘ 

Mr. Covey.—This Court is noc 
bound by the Marine Court evidence, 
your Worship, 

The Coroner.—No, no!.I um_ not 
suggesting such a thing. What I 
am thinking is how much we can 
save going over the samo ground. 

The Coroner finally decided that he 
would call the master of the Edith, 
the master of the Tin Yat, and the 
person who found the bodies. 

Before evidence was called, Mr. 
Covey said Mr, Hall Brutton’ should 
have attended the inquiry, but as he 
was busy, Mr. Covey enme over in 
his place. On behalf of Mr, . Hall 


Brutton, he asked permission to re-]. 


serve his right to cross-examine. 

The Coroner.—Certainly, if such ‘be 
necessary. 

The Coroner then read tho findings 
of the Marine Court of Inquiry to 
the jury, pointing cut that the Court 
found the Tin Yat to blame for the 
collision. In its findings, the Court 
added that everything was dotie after 
the collision to save life. 


Discovery of Bodies, 


The first witness called was Mr. 
W. J. Maher, a diver employed by the 
Kowloon Dock Company. He testi- 
fied that at 1 pm. on July 26; he went 
out to the Edith which was lying at 
the bottom of the harbour in seven 
fathoms of water. She was almost 
totally submerged. He went down 
and in his senreh found a cabin on 
the starboard side. The steel plates 
of the vessel had wrapped themselves 
round the dour of the cabin as the 


result of the impact, and it was im- 
possible to open the door without 
reaking it down. Thts ho -did nnd 
discovered the bodies of two boyr, 
He sont one up to ‘the surfaco’ and 
took the other one up with him, 

Foroman of tho Jury.—Could the 
boya have opened the door them- 
selves? No aay 

Witness.—No, As I snid, the stcel 
plates had wrapped themselves ‘round 
tha door. . 

Kwok Chi, the coxswain of the 
Edith, sald ho was the father of tlic 
two. deceased boys. One of them, 
Kwok Chue, the elder one, worked 
on board as a pantry-boy and some- 
times slept on board. At the time 
of ‘tho collision, he did not know that 
his. sons were on the Edith aon he 
had aent them ashore that afternoon 
at aboutS pm - - 


No Additional Evidence, 


When Capt. William Perritt of the 
Tin Yat went into the witness-box, 
the Coroner read out the. evidence he 
gave at-tho Marine Court of Inquiry. 

The Coroncr.—Is there any addi- 
tional ovidenco you wish to bring in? 

Witness.— Yes, 

The Coroner.—What Is it? 

Witness.—Mr. Hall Brutton has got 
everything. ‘ 

The. Coroner.—Do_ you know wha 
it is?—Mr. Hall Brutton hns got 
same evidence, and I think his idea 
is‘to minimise the blame, ; 

I might tell you that the purpose 
of this Inquiry is not to add or re- 
tract any blame. That has already 
been decided by the Marine Court of 
Inquiry.—Yes, but I thought, os I 
was found to be blamed for the col- 
lision, I might be blamed for the 
deaths of these two boys, 

No, you need not worry on that 
account.—Then I have no addition to 
the evidence I gave in the Marine 
Court. : 

Witness added, however, that he 
would like to say that the other ves- 
sel did nothing to avoid the collision. 

Nothing Could Be Done. 

The next witness called was Mr. 
F, J, Jenner, of Kowloon Docks. In 
hiy case also, the Coroner rend out 
the evidence he gave at the Marine 
Court. f 

Asked if he was, in charge of the 
Edith at the time of the collision, 


witness replied in the negative, say- |. 


ing that Kwok Chi was in command. 

Referring _ to witness’ evidence in 
the Marino Court, the Coroner asked, 
“When you saw that 2 collision was 
inevitable, what did you do ” 

Witness.—I could do nothing. 

Witness added that the Edith 
sank in the space of one minute and 
at the most two. He did not know 
that the boys were down below. Even 
if he had, it would have made no 
difference, because if he had sent a 
man down to look for them, it, would 
probably Mean the loss of another

At this point, the Coronor _ inti- 
mated that that was all the evidence 
he intended to call. : 

Turning to Mr. Covey, the Coroner 
said, “Do you still want an adjourn- 
ment, Mr. Covey? I propose to 
direct the Jury now, and if you want 
an adjournment, you must have very 
gond Brounds for it.” . 

‘rr. Covey.—I’ll leave it in your 
Worship’s hands, 


The Summing Up. 


Addressing the jury, the Coroner 
said, “There is not very much I can 
say in this case really. The only 
question is as to whether blame rests 
on the person or persons responsible 
for the collision, before the collision, 
or to associate them dircctly with the 
death of these two. boys. The other 
question is whether or not any one 
was negligent in not getting the boys 
out of the place in which they were 
found. 

“I propose to deal with the second 
question first. You have heard the 
evidence of the diver, who says it 
was impossible to get the boys out 


of the cabin aos the steel plates had’ 


wrapped themselves round the door. 

“In the other case, I want to tell 
you whether there is any ovidenco to 
support n charge of manslaaghter,” 

Tho Coroner went on to explain 
that to support a charge of that.na- 
ture, gross negligence must be found. 
Ordinary negligence was not enough;

The Jehol Governor says that 
numerous Manchukuo | tanks were 
moving yesterday -for Chaoyang, 
and hostilities between the Man- 
chukuo and Jehol forces have taken 
place at Nan. Ling and Pej Ying 
nineteen mites from 
Chaoyang. The Jehol regimental 
commander, Tung Fook-ling, — is 
defending Pel Ying Tze, awaiting 
reinforcements from Pei Pao. Jap- 
anese military preparations at 
Thsien are reported. Railway sta- 
tions at Nan Ling were bombarded 
yesterday while it is estimated that 
seven Manchukuo aeroplanes * or- 
ganised air attacks on Jchol dis- 
tricts. 


The Manchukuo forces scored 
their first victory in the penctra- 
tion into Jehol when they occupied 
Nan Ling last evening, defeating 
Tang Yu-lin’s troops. 

The general offensive on Jehol 
will be commenced by the Man- 
chukuo forces when they occupy 
Chaoyang. 


Japanese Denial of Olensive. 


Tokyo Aug. 22. 
Denying reports that the Japan- 
ese had assumed the offensive at 
Jehol, or were at present contem- 
plating a large scale invasion, 2 
War Office spokesman stated to- 
day that there had been a minor 
clash, resulting in the pursuit of 
the Jehol troops. The spukesman 
declared the only Japanese troops 
at Jehol consisted of a small gar- 
rison at the Chaoyang Temple.. 
According to other official quar- 
ters however, it is only a ques- 
tion of time before strong action

business for the firm. 


The success of Italian . shipyards, | 
especially those of the Adriatic, in 
securing valunble orders in foreign 
markets iso feature of present-day 
shipbuilding activity. In spite of the 
marked depression in the industry, 
the number of vessels Iaunched in 
Italy for foreign owners has increased 
steadily. ‘+ ues : 


The yards of the Cantiere Riuniti 
dell’Adriatico have been particularly 
successful in this respect, and during 
the past seven years no fewer than 68 
foreign vessels, with a gross tonnage 
of 161,188 tons and warships ‘for 
foreign governments displacing 8,496 
tons, have been turned out in the 
yards of this Company. 


To the Canticre Navale Tricstino of 
Manfalcone falls the honour of 
launching; in 1927, the Saturnin, 
23,490 tons, tho largest and fastest 
motor vessel built up to that date. 
The special representative of tho 
“Motor Ship,”-who was on board dur- 
ing the trials, stated at that time

In reconstructing the yards 
and workshops, the owners, the Cosu- 
lich Brothers, have introduced the 
best principles in modern ship bulld- 
ing, with the result that they posses. 
to-~tny what is considered to be one of 
the finest dockyards in Europe. 


It is not generally known that this 
concern was actually building a 
cruiser of 4,900 tons displacement, and 
28 knots, for the Chinese government, 
when the war broke out. The vessel 
was completely destroyed by shell fire 
in the shipyards of Manfalcone. \ 


The yards are now in a flourishing 
condition and orders from all over the 
World, mainly from South America,

Other Big Vessels, 


In nddition to the supply of electri-' 
cal materials for the vessels built by 
the Cantiere Navale Tricstino, among 
them the Saturnin — and Vuleanin, 
24,000 tons ench, of the Socicta Trics- 
tino di Navigazione, scores of vessels 
built in other yards, including the Con- 
te Grande, 26,500 tons, of the Lloyd 
Snbnaudo, the Ornzio and Virgilo 
of the Navigaziono Italiana, and many 
other concerns, are furnished with 
,cloctrical machinery from the Can- 
tiere Navale Tricstino. 

Italian shipyards are also prepar- 
ing themselves to carry out repairs 
and refitting work on a large scale. 
The Manfalcone Shipyard posscasen 
three floating docks, while the Arsen- 
ale del Lloyd Triestino, the Canticre 
S. Rocco, -and the Cantiere Scoglio 
Olivi own five graving docks, from 110 
motres to 140 metres in length. The 
last named also owns a floating dock 
of 22,000 tons lifting capacity, 

The Italians claim that confidence 
in the organisation and technical 
enpncity of the shipyards has induced 
foreign shipowners to eive their 
orders to them, and this seems to be 
borne out the fact that Italian yards 
are busy while somo of the oldest and 
most famous yards in the world have 
hand to close down owing to Inck of 
orders. 

The establishment of an agency of 
these yards in Hongkong would ‘cer- 
tainly be regarded with interest by 
shipowners and others in the trade

The 
four of dismonds was returned 
and when East .dropped.the nine, 
flummy won the trick with the 
Jack und then spread his hand, 
announcing that he was going to 
discard one heart on the eight: of 
diamonds and that he would ruff 
the jack of spades with the king 
of clubs, 

North had made his contract of 
five clubs doubled and redoubled 
while his’ opponents held the ace 
and queen of spades, the ace, king 
and queen of hearts, the king of 
diamonds and the ace of clubs. 
This psychic.club bid might easily 
have proved just as disastrong as 
it was successful.

Tho jury was composed — of 
Mesars. Eric Mitford, 
Fung Tze-nam, H. C. Hung, D. J 
Macadam, P, H. Reo, F.X.A. 
Remedios and A.M.B. da Rocha. 

Evidence was given by the com- 
plainant to tho effect that ‘in’ res- 


ponse to a knock at her front door. 


at 7.30 a.m. on July 26 she peered 
through an opening and saw her 
amah, while a man was standing 
behind her. Thinking the man 
was oa friend of the ser- 
vant witness opened the door. She 
was instantly seized. and pepper 
thrown into her face. She struggl- 
ed with her assailant who was o8- 
sisted by another man. The wit- 
ness broke'a pane of glass ina 
window. to attract attention and 
Coeny afterwards the intruders 
left. 

The amah spoke of having been 
followed into the house by 4 man 
whilst two others appeared ater. 
While two were struggling with 
her mistress a third was engaged 
in a struggle with the servant. 

Prisoner Arrested, 

Mrs. Silva, who resides with her 
family on the first floor, heard the 
commotion and, on going to the 
front door ,saw three men, of whom 
the prisoner was the last, running 
down stairs. She called to her 


sons Daniel and ‘Leo Silva who 


rushed out and caught the 
f 

Mr. Daniel Silva stated that when 
he pounced on the prisoner, the 
latter extracted a wooden gag and 
a chisel from his pocket and threw 
them on the ground. ' Witness re- 
trieved the articles and also a 
packet of pepper lying near where 
the man was, arrested, 

Mr. Leo. Silva gave corroborative 
evidence. _ 

The accused, in his statement to 
the Police, said that an Ah Sze told 
him. there was a Japanese lady 
living with another person on tho 
floor and that two or three men 
could rob them. ‘ 

In admitting having made the 
statement the prisoner accused the 
police of having assaulted him 
prior to the statement being taken. 

Inspector, Wi Shannon gave evid- 
ence of having charged the 
prisoner the day after his arrest. 
The delay was due to the condition 
of the complainant, who was in hos- 
pital, Witness saw the prisoner 
being taken from the cell to the 
office «where he was charged. 
There was no opportunity for the 
detectives to assault him. 

Brothers Commended.. 

In his defence the prisoner gaid 
that he’ had gone to the house to 
look for.a friend who he knew had 
heen working there last year, He 
went up to the second floor, when he 
heard the police whistles, and then 
walked down again. He saw two 
men running down the stairs; but 
made no attempt to stop them as 
he was afraid of being stabbed, * 

Speaking of the assaults the 
prisoner said-that he was struck 
on four octasions, the first hour he 
was under arrest. He was not 
beaten the following day. - 

After the jury had -retired thoy 
brought in # verdict of guilty, un 
alternative charge of common as- 
sault being dropped by the Crown. 

In sentencing the prisoner to 
three years his Lordship intimated 
that he thought the jury had been 
right in disbelleving the story of 
the defence. It was clear that the 
Prisoner had gone to the house with 
two other men with the intention 
of attacking and robbing the 
women, ; 

His Lordship then expressed the 


appreciation of the Court.to the 


Silva brothers.

‘In either circum- 
stanee, the wisdom of this mea- 
sure is doubtful. 

Those who ‘have been most 
keenly agitating for conerete re- 
sults from the Ottawa Conference 
have been insistent on the idea 
that by improving trade within 
the Empire, world trade generally 
will be stimulated. This line of 
reasoning ig not easy to follow, 
since, under the agreements now 
reached, a great part of the world 
will find fresh obstacles raised 
against its trade and commerce. 
It may be argued that these for- 
cign countrics may now show a 
greater disposition to lower their 
tariffs agninst the Dominions and 
Britain in relurn for concessions 
on their goods. What, then, be- 
comes of these elaborate and 
carefully-worked-out preferential 
schedules as between various 
parts of the Empire? The argu-’ 
ments could be continued ad ia 
finitum, but space forbids. One 
thing is certain—and it has been 
stressed by most of Britain's 
lenders in the recent past—name- 
ly, that Britain, cannot afford to 
jeopardise her immense foreign 
trade. Let the Empire by. all 
means draw closer together when- 
ever and — wherever possible. 
Let no sound or reasonable oppor- 
tunity be lost to improve and ‘ex- 
pand inter-Imperial trade. But, 
in the process, let nothing be done 
which will militate against the 
true interests of the’ Mother Coun- 
try or of. the Dominions. The 
chief fear is that the Ottawa Con- 
ference, sincere and well-meaning 
ag its delegates have been in, 
their aims and motives, may have 
“chosen the wrong method of doing 
the right thing.

fact. Even granted that the 
American people would agree to 
nu dictatorship nnd that they could 
find an agreeable dictator—it is 
still unlikely that America would 
find itself, forthwith, on the way 
out ‘of its difficulties. Morcover, 
while such an plan would relieve 
people of some measure of res- 
ponsibility, it would at the same 
time give them too casy escape 
from the experience of  sclf- 
management, which is one of de- 
mocracy's chief virtues. Woodrow 
Wilson once remarked that “tit is 
a strenuous thing, this living the 
life of a free people; and we cun- 
not escape the burden of. our in- 
heritance.” That it is a strenuous 
thing no one at the present mo- 
ment will wigh to deny, And, on 
second thought, there will prob- 
ably be few who would wish to 
esenpe the burden of such an in- 
heritance. The method of  de- 
mocracy is sometimes hard. In 
times like the present, it seems 
But its pro- 
cesses,-Wwhen they do succeed in 
rising to emergencies, have, none 
the less, indispensable compensa- 
tions. For the objective is not 
only to perfect the mechanism of 
society, but, in the school of ca- 
operative effort, to perfect the 
individual, A way inevitably will 
be found, through the current dif- 
ficulties with which the world is 
confronted.- That is important. 
But it is of even greater impor- 
tance that, in the effort to find 
that way, mankind | will have 
learned certain things and gained 
experience which can be added to 
the sum total of human progress.

IN TUG’S CABIN © 


INQUIRY INTO FATALITIES © 
IN RECENT COLLISION 


NO RESCUE POSSIBLE. 


- The tragic sinking of the Kowloon 
Dock Company's .tug Edith on the 
night of July 26 had a sequel at the 
Kowloon Magiatracy yesterday after- 
noon when Mr, Fraser, sitting as 
conducted an inquiry into 
tho deaths of two boys, Kwok Chuc 
and. Kwok Kau, aged 17 and cight 
respectively, whoso bodies were found 
in a enbin of the Edith the next day. 

Tho jury empnnelled consisted of 
Mesars. D. Marshall (foreman), Con- 
way Evans and Bernardino Basto, 

Mr. A. Covey; of Messrs. Hall Brut- 
ton & Co., watched the proceedings 
on behnif of Capt. W. Perritt, master 
of the s.s. Tin Yat, one of the vessels 
involved in the collision. ° 

Explaining the inquiry to the jury, 
the Coroner said they were concerned 
with two deaths which happencd os 
the result of a collision between two 
ships in the fnirway of Hongkong 
harbour on the night of July 26. The 
vessels were the Tin Yat and the tug 
Edith. The Intter vessel was towing 
in a ship the name of which did not 
matter, As a result of this collision, 
two boys who were aleeping below 
the decks of the Edith, were drowned 
and it was to decide if any liability 
was attuched to anybody that the 
inquiry was held. 


Three Lives Lost. 


Inspector Elston, who represented 
the Police, said actually three lives 
were lost, those of the two boys and 
that of a stoker. The body of the 
stoker, however, was not recovered. 

‘The Coroner said a Court of In- 
quiry had already been held into the 
circumstances attending the colli- 
sion; he would therefore suggest dis- 
pensing with the happenings prior 
to the collision. 

Inspector Elston pointed out that 
ordinarily both inquiries, the Marine 
Court of Inquiry and the present 
inquiry, should have been taken 
together. That was the procedure in 
the last case which was in connexion 
with the Leung Kwong disaster. 

The Coroner agreed that both in- 
quiries should have been taken 
together, but as evidence had already 
been given in the Marine Inquiry 
and a finding -urrived at, -he would 
just simply accept tho findings of 
that inquiry. 

Mr. Covey.—This Court is not 
bound by the Marine Court evidence, 
your Worship. , 

The Coronet,—No, ‘no! I am not 
suggesting - such o thing. What I 
am thinking is how much we can 
save going over the same ground. 

The Coroner finally decided that he 
would call the ‘master of the Edith, 
the master of the Tin Yat, and the 


Before evidence was called, Mr. 
Covey said Mr. Hall Brutton should 
have attended the inquiry, but as he 
was busy, Mr. Covey enme over in 
his place. On behalf of Mr, Hall 
Brutton, he asked permission to re- 
serve his right to cross-examine. 

The Coroner.—Certainly, if such be 
Neeessary. . 

The Coroner then read tho findings 
of the Marine Court of Inquiry to 
the jury, pvinting out thut the Court 
found the Tin Yat. to blame for the 
collision. In its findings, the Court 
added that everything was done after 
the collision to save life. 


Discovery of Bodies, 


The first witness enlled was Mr. 
W. J. Maher, a diver employed by the 
Kowloon Dock Company. He testi- 
fied that ut 1 p.m, on July 26, he went 
out to the Edith which was lying at 
the bottom of the harbour in seven 
fathoms of water. She. was almost 
totally submerged. He went down 
und in his search found a cabin on 
the starbotird side. The steel plntes 
of the vessel had wrapped themselves 
round the door of the cabin as the 


result of the impact, and it was im- 

ossible to open the door without 
reaking it down. This ho did and 
discovered the bodies of two boys, 
Ho sent ono up to’ the surface and 
took the other onc up with him. 


Foreman of the Jury.—Could the. 


boys have opened the door them- 
aclycs? : i 

Witness.~No, As T sald, the stcel 
plates bad wrapped themselves round 
the door, — 

Kwok Chi, the coxswain of the 
Edith, said he was the father of the 
two decenaed boys. One of them, 
Kwok Chue, the elder one, worked 
on board as a pantry-boy and some- 
times slept on bonrd. At the time 
of the collision, he did not know that 
his sons were on the Edith as he 
had sent them ashore that afternoon 
at about 5 p.m. 


"No Additional Evidence, 


When Capt. WilHam Porritt of the 
Tin Yat went into the witness-box, 
the Coroner read out the evidence he 
gave at the Marine Court of Inquiry. 

The Coroner.—Is there any addi- 
tional evidence you wish to bring in? 

Witness.—Yes, : 

The Coroner.—-What is it? 

Witness.—Mr. Hall Brutton has got 
everything. . . 

The Coroner.—Do_ you know whnt 
it is7—Mr, Holl Brutton has got 
some evidence, and I think his iden 
is to minimize the blame, 

‘I might tell you thnt the purpose 
of this Inquiry is not to ndd or re- 
tract any blame, That hos alrendy 
been decided by the Marine Court of 
Inquiry.—Yes, but I thought, os I 
war found to be blamed for the col- 
lision, I might be blamed’ for the 
deaths of there two boys. 

No, you need not worry on that 
account.—Then I have no addition to 
the evidence I gave in the Marine 
Court. . ar 

Witness added, however,’ that he 
would tike to say that the other ves- 
sel did nothing to avoid the collision. 

Nothing Could Be Done. 

The next witness calicd wags Mr. 
F. J, Jenner, of Kowloon Docks. In 
his case also, the Coroner rend out 
the evidence he gave at the Marine 
Court. 

Asked if he was in charge of the 
Edith at the time of the collision, 
witness replicd in the negative, say- 
ing that Kwok Chi was in command. 

Referring, to witness’ evidence in 
the Marine Court, the Coroner asked, 
“When you saw that a collision was 
inevitable, what did you do ” 

Witness.—I could do nothing. 

Witness added that the Edith 
sank in the spnee of one minute and 
at tho most two. He did not know 
that the boys were-down below. Even 
if he had, it would have made no 
difference, because if he had sent a 
man down to look for them, it would 
probably mican the Joss of andther 

re, : 

At this point, the Coroner inti- 
mated that that wis all the evidence 
he intended to call. i 

Turning to Mr, Covey, the Coroner 
said, “Do you still want an adjourn- 
ment, Mr. Covey? I propose to 
direct the jury now, and if you want 
an adjournment, you must have very 
ron srounis for it.”
